If it was 
included in my studies of the geo- 
graphy of Europe I had forgotten 
it entirely. The first inkling I had 
that there was such a place was 
contained in a letter which was 
read to all troops of the Eighth 
Army just prior to this lest opera- 
| tion stating that the neutrality of 
San Mariro would be observed. 
‘Then lster it appeared in the news, 
D| San Marino is a tiny Republic 

that has remained a self governing 
state for hundreds c” years, Itis 
situated about xix milas inland from 
the Adriatic almost due east of 

Rimini. Ite capital is the town of 

San Marino which is perched atop 

a rocky peak many hundreds of 

| fect high. Jerry was not so scrupu- 

lous as we and used the fort tower 
on this lofty peak as an O.P. (Ob- 
servation Point). As soon as our 
forward clements were close 
enough to give them ald, San 

Marino declared war on Germany 

and their army of seventy-eight 

men actually did battle with the 

Boche for three days and acquitted 

themselves quite well.

When arrangements were being 
made for the housing of the farm- 
erettes for 1944, Toronto officials 
stated that they could not pay any 
rental at all, as Ottawa paid a por- 
tion of the expense of housing 
farmerettes and they frowned on 
paying reatal for the use of pub- 
lio buildings of any kind, taking 
the stand that the public owned 
them and they should be available 
for the public to usb.
